NON-ENGLISH INFORMATION 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

1. Chinese Patent Application No. 25 18 155 Y published October 23, 2002 discloses: 
The present utility model relates to a mouse, and particularly relates to a dual-purpose mouse 
capable of working at a table or in one's hand. There is an adjustable structure mounted in the 
housing of the mouse. The adjustable structure has one end connected to the housing and the 
other end sustaining against to a trackball. When the adjustable structure contracts, the mouse 
works at a table as a usual mouse. When the adjustable structure expands, the trackball protrudes 
out the housing further. At this time, the user can turn the mouse over and hold it. The trackball 
is rotated by the user's thumb and the buttons are operated by other fingers. Hence, the user can 
change his working pose to reduce fatigue. 

2. Chinese Patent Application No. 2456225Y published October 24, 2001 discloses: 
An improved optical mouse has an upper housing mounting thereon a button. An incurved 
surface is formed at the bottom of its lower housing wherein an optical device is mounted at a 
proper position of the incurved surface. Therefore, when the mouse is moved along a curved 
surface, the light-emitting element in the optical device projects on a contact surface between the 
incurved surface and the curved surface. And an image-pickup device can pick up the image 
formed in response to the contact surface. The image-pickup device continually picks up the 
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accurate image to make the optical device calculate the distance and direction of the movement 
of the mouse in an accurate manner.
